R ising From a Youth o f fill tic Prom ­ 
ise to Bornitic* Hi nit A m ong Men. 
Hi« I ii situ po Iou* Vet Sinter©

To pearly all Americans anti many 
German-Americans the origin of such a 
tnamas Otto Edward Leopold Bismarck 
will bo obscure even after explanation. 
The circninstanotus of German civiliza­ 
tion are so different from British and 
Preach development that this biography 
must commence with Borne little history, 
The north of Europe, in the dim -ti on 
of the River Elbe, a good while remained 
in the ►ands of the heathen Baltic trilx-s 
after tine nations had appeared under 
the Preach and Normans. 
To subdue 
these semi-Slavonic unbelievers crusades 
were sent on foot, and tho warriors of 
tin' cross and of tho feudal German em­ 
pire were rewarded with tho feudal or 
m ilitary lauds which they took from the 
natives 
Among these unknown war­ 
riors were the ancestors of Bismarck. 
He was born April I, ISM, and might 
have lain ca lied-among American school- 
therefore, an April fool. 
hi" babyhood'Napoleon had burst 
rn Elba and Tarried his banner again 
for IOO days almost to the North sea. 
In laying low Napoleon as ho passed 
through Germany from Russia tho year 
previously appeared on the field as a 
prussian prince, with Blucher and his 
elders tho Png lived king whom Bis­ 
marck was to serve 40 years afterward 
lino minister 
Bismarck was sis 


class borrel:*.h i, could swim,'fence And 
dance, b u tta l not lite athletics. 
At Goettingen one of his college ninths 
was Moth v, t he American historian, who 
was minister at London just after Bis­ 
marck humiliated Austria. 
His mother 
refused to sand him to Heidelberg be­ 
muse Silo thought he would get the de­ 
testable habit of drinking beer there. 
Before be left Berlin he had fought a 
duel with a Jew lad named Wolf and 
cut off W olfs spectacles and received a 
wipe in the log. 
He was a jolly student and traveled 
through the Harz mountains on foot, 
and for throwing a bottle out through a 
window after breakfast was summoned 
before the faculty and came in with his 
enormous dog, which caused him to lie 
fined 5 thalers. 
He fought about CO 
duels at Goettingen and was wounded 
onlv once, showing tho scar on his cheek. 
Ile is said never to have Attended a lec­ 
ture, rather displeased his fastidious 
mother, yet he passed his examination 
by natural gifts 
He was full of hard 
pranks, 
At CO he was made a notary or exam­ 
iner in Berlin and had much to do with 
getting divorces. At a court ball he met 
his future master and king, who was 
struck with his tall form and grim coun­ 
tenance. 
**Justice," said Brince W il­ 
liam, “must seek her advocates accord­ 
ing to their height in tho guards.”

favorite cousin once gave him a letter to 
deliver, which he forgot, and when he 
returned it to her in three weeks he said, 
“I did not deliver this in order to entire­ 
ly cure my cousin of the habit of intrust­ 
ing me with letters."

It was Bismarck's work to drive Aus­ 
tria, tho preponderating state, entirely 
out of Germany and make Prussia the 
new and only Austria, and to absorb 
several of the states offensively partisan 
for Austria, and to reconstitute Germany 
as Bhe now stands, with Bavaria, Sax­ 
ony, Baden, etc., accessory but obedient 
kingdoms, all under the same military 
autonomy. 
Ho used, to involve aud assail Austria, 
tho popular hostility to little Denmark. 
The Danes owned Schleswig-Holstein, a 
German fraternity, and were trying to 
abolish the Germany language in the 
laws and university. 
Tho little German 
states made a great outcry at this, and 
the two big German states had to rival 
( ach other in going to fcchleswig-Hol- 
stein’s assistance. 
In 1842 Bismarck rescued his drown­ 
ing servant in the public sight at great 
peril to his own life and received for it 
his first decoration, which ho still wears 
amid prouder stars, the Prussian safety 
medal. 
He was a good while lieutenant 
' in the Uhlans and owned a mad chest- 
: nut charger named Caleb, 
j 
lie fell in love with his wife, Johanna 
; von Puttkamer, while in tho army, 
j Her father and mother both opposed the 
marriage, but gave in before the young 
j woman s tears. They were married July 
28, IMT, after Bismarck was 32 years 
old. 
Site was not 23. 
She saw him first 
in his uniform. 
Upon their wedding trip King W il­ 
liam IV of Prussia was at tho hotel in 
Venice and commanded tile groom to 
dine with him, which ho did in a l*>r- 
rowed dress suit. The Icing sounded him 
thoroughly on German politics and sub* 
j sequent Iv made him embassador to tho 
j federation at Frankfort, 
j 
He had two estates—Schonhausen, a 
3-storv and high garret house, near a 
' church, with a broad, solid tower and 
! wide, sliarp roof, built in tho year 1212. 
ic 
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Nevertheless Ii ’ wha a political worker 
aud did not conto ta parliament nor get 
power there Without scheming. 
The king had put down the revo,„.-on. 
Bismarck opposed any further amnesty. 
“Ere long." said he, feeling the army 
to be on top. “the Almighty, who is tho 
arbiter of battles, will throw dice aud 
determine Hic controversy bet ween the 
brute foreo of barricades and a sover­ 
eignty granted by heaven."

“The motive principlesof the year 1848 
were far more social than national. The 
envy tile j>oor had of the rich was excited 
in proportion to tho continued feedingof 
a spirit of license from high quarters, 
w h ic h destroyed the moral elements of 
resistance in the minds of men. I do not 
believe that these evils would be averted 
by democratic concessions or by pros­ 
pects of German unity. 
Tho sound of

Prussian ear. Frederick tho Great would 
have turned not to constitutional union 
from Frankfort, but to the most promi­ 
nent peculiarity of Prussian nationality 
—her warlike element.”

“W e do not need," lie said, “to see 
tin1 Prussian monarchy melt away in the 
filthy ferment of south German immoral­ 
ity. 
I have never yet heard a Prussian 
soldier sing. ’What is Hie German fa­ 
therland:'’

Th* word Bismarck is a n abbreviation 
of Bishops .Mark and refers to tho bish­ 
ops of Havel berg, who owned the Mark— 
that is t he i ; • irch or line to be dot ended.

Th*- word Bismarck is an abbreviation 
of Bishop s Mark and refers to tho bish* 
ops of ITO el berg. who owned the M ark— 
that is tho march or line to be defended. 
The v r I is mentioned as early as 1203, 
or nearly ftOu years Im tore Columbus. 
By tin* river Biose stood a tow er called 
th" Bis*:'.arch'L o ii sic in which by tradi­ 
tion lived a big louse who devoured tin* 
substanceot the surrounding farm ers 
it is now Bani that this m yth is a reflec­ 
tion upon a |serio u s legend which named 
tho tow er after tho Holy Cross, the 
Wemb^b barbarians perhaps considering 
th at mis Christian em blem cost them 
tneir lands and their crops. 
Bismarck 'n grandfather was an intel­ 
lectual man and Ins father resembled 
th© chancellor. 
In 1800 his father m ar

to A'X-hvt'bu polio, in tho western section 
of Prussia; Where there was a sjw*Hal 
court, but this was a bathing resort, and 
Bismarck fell in with French, Belgians 
and Englishmen nnd went with them 


It was Bismarck's work to drive Au** 
tria, the preponderating state, entirely 
out of G erm any and make Prussia the 
!if*w and ouiv Austria, and to absorb 
several of the states offensively partisan 
for A ustria, and to reconstitute G erm any 
as she now stands, w ith Bavaria, Sax­ 
ony, Baden, etc., accessory but obedient 
kingdoms, all under tho same m ilitary 
autonomy. 
He used, to involve aud assail A ustria, 
the popular hostility to little Denmark. 
The Danes owned Schleswig-Holstein, a 
Germ an fraternity, and were trying to 
abolish the G erm any language in tile 
laws and university.

states m ade a great outcry at this, and 
the tw o big G erm an states had to rival 
each other in going to Bellies wig-Hob 
stein’s assistance. 
In 1812 Bismarck rescued his drow n­ 
ing servant in the public sight nt great 
jieril to his own life and received for it 
his first decoration, which ho still wears 
am id prouder stars, the Prussian safety 
medal. 
He was a gins! while lieutenant 
in the IThlans and owned a mad chest­ 
nut charger named Caleb. 
He fell in love w ith his wife, Johanna 
von 
Puttkam c r, while in the arm y. 
Her fa til cr and m other both opposed the 
m arriage, but gave in before the young 
woman's mars. They w ere m arried Ju ly 
28, IMT, after Bismarck was 32 years 
old. 
She was not 23. 
She saw him first

Upon their wedding trip King W il-i 
ham IV of Prussia wus at the hotel in 
Venieo and commanded tho groom to 
dine with him, which ho did in a bor­ 
row 'd dress Miit.

“ Tho motive principles of the year 1848 
were far more social than national. Th® 
envy the poor had of the rich was excited 
in proportion to the continued feeding of 
a spirit of license from high quarters. 
which destroyed tho m oral elements of 
resistance in the minds of men. I do not 
believe that these evils would Im* averted 
by dem ocratic concessions or by pros­ 
pect# of G erm an unity. 
Th© Hound of 
tin* trum pet has lost no charm for the 
Prussian ear. Frederick the G reat would 
have turned not to constitutional union 
from F rankfort, but to the m ost prom i­ 
nent peculiarity of Prussian nationality 
—her warlike elem ent.” 
It took 17 years to dem onstrate that. 
“ W o do not need,” lie said, “ to see 
th** Prussian monarchy melt away in tie 
filthy ferm ent of south G ennau im m oral­ 
ity.

Iii short, throughout Germ any, ut.til 
Bismarck reformed it, there was some­ 
thing like states’ rights, w ith a diet or 
congress at Frankfort, in which A ustria 
and Prussia were the tw o great rivals, 
to bo compared to Virginia and New 
York in the story of tho United States.

In February, 1848, only eight months 
afterw ard, broke out the revolution in 
Paris.

Bismarck moved his fam ily to Berlin 
about 1850, and there his son was born, 
afterw ard his father's assistant.

m arck becam e a courtier nnd w ent to 
the king’s estates to hunt. 
He became a politician as m uch as 
Croker in New York or Quay in Penn­ 
sylvania and was often seen a t a br'er sa­ 
loon, where once ho broke his m ug over 
a m an’s head for insulting words about 
the royal family. 
He made a good deal 
of fun of Persigtiy, Napoleon’s fellow, 
who cam e to Berlin on a mission. 
Bis­ 
m arck w rote a great deal for his own 
newspaper—The New Prussian G azette 
—and was often found at tho office of 
nights. 
Ho was having an excursion in 
his favorite Pom erania when news came 
of his appointm ent to Frankfort. It was 
a great, bold, personal office. 
The king 
was rather taken aback at Bismarck s 
rapid decision to go, arui so was Man* 
teuffel. his m inister. 
He lighted a cigar before the presiding 
deputy at Frankfort, rose lab*, bluffed 
uncivil superiors and rode horseback to 
the neighboring petty courts. 
He influ­ 
enced the press. 
His title was em bassa­ 
dor. 
Ho lived in a Prussian m erchant > 
house at Frankfort f»n<! received the 
visit of the prince of Prussia, subse­ 
quently hi- w arrior king, who was a lit­ 
tle d is tu rb ! at Bismarck’s nonchalance 
and youth—but CO. 
This prince Itecame 
thick with Bismarck soon and was god­ 
father to Ida a*»n Bill, named for tho 
prince in 1832. 
The envoy rented an elegant villa, ha*’ 
a thousand cam ellias in the flower beds 
and dispensed fine hospitality. 
Every 
ruler with a state in auv degree Gorman 
kept a m inister at Frankfort. Bismarck 
was social with them all and w ith artists, 
authors and musicians. 
II* als** gave

and stars to put. upon his breast, besides 
the life saving medal, and lent money 
^ to needy Prussian travelers who had 
gambled at the baths he was one day to 
discipline. 
A fter IO o’clock at night he 
I dictated his letters for three or four 
hours. 
At 5 o’clock in tho m orning he 
w ent riding. 
“ Each of us,” he said, “ pretends to Im* 
lieve of his neighbor that ho is full *»f 
thoughts and plans if lie would only 
tell, and at the same tim e we non • of us 
know un atom more of what is \* ing to 
happen to G erm any than of nt ct year s 
snow.
